Police Hold Possession of 


EW YORK, March 56.—While 
Frank Tannenbaum, former 
waiter, and now leader of an 
army of the unemployed, marching 
under the banner of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, was in a cell 
today waiting for some one to furnish 
him with $7500 bail, his force, 190 
strong, was lined up in the chief 
magistrate’s court to answer charges 
of disorderly conduct. Tannenbaum 
is being held on a charge of inciting 
to riot, a felony. He and the mem- 
bers of his marching party were ar- 
rested last night in St. Alphonsus 
Church on West Broadway, which 
they had invaded. 

Only one of the men was arraigned 
before Magistrate Corrigan and after 
a session that lasted all afternoon, it 
was announced that his case would be 
continied tomorrow. Justice Sheffield, 
an attorney employed for the prison- 
ers by the Industrial Workers of the 
World, intimated thet in each case 
he would call all of the 189 de- 
fendants as witnesses, in addition to 
others. At this rate the cases may 
not be disposed of for at least a week. 
Meanwhile the “army” will be kept 
in several police jails. 

The police held possession of 
Rutgers Square tonight and the un- 
employed were forbidden to congre- 
gate. They went to another park, 
where Theodore Freeman, a waiter, 
the first man who attempted to ad- 
dress them, was arrested on a charge 
of disorderly conduct. 

Darwin J. Meserole, a Brooklyn 
lawyer, denounced his arrest as an 
outrage, according to the police, who 
warned Meserole to desist and finally 
arrested him.

SAN LUIS OBISPO, March 6.— 
With a bullet hole through his skull 
and one through his body entering

Martin L. Greening, who had been 
seen with Quinn on the night Quinn 
was last seen in this city, was at once 
placed under investigation by officers 
and this evening was formally 
charged with murder by Dist.-Atty. 
Charlies A. Palmer. 

Greening. who was a striking elec- 
triclan, was found to have hired a 
buggy late on the night of February 
24. He is aileged to have enticed 
Quinn to his home on the night ef 
February 22 and there murdered 
him, robbery being the motive. 

Greening had seen Quinn cash a 
check for $39 earlier in the evening. 
Quinn’s body was kept for two days 
end nights in Greening’s home until

GAS KILLS TWO MEN IN 
IMPERIAL SEPTIC TANK. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 


MPERIAL, March 5.—Two-men 

are dead and two seriously in- 

jured in Imperial as the result of 
an accident at the city pump this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

The men were changing the out- 
flow valve in the septic tank. John 
Calhoun went down into the tank and 
put in some bolts, but the sewer gas 
was too strong for him. He came up 
and went down the second and third 
times when he was completely over- 
come by the gas. E. V. Gurnee went 
down to his rescue, and he also was 
overcome by the fatal gas. Upon 
Gurnee’s failure to come out of the 
tank, T. E. Manning, the superinten- 
dent of the city water department, 
went down to the rescue. As Man- 
ning went down the ladder broke, 
leaving the three in a pit about twen- 
ty feet deep filled with the foul gas. 

A man named Rich, the pumper at 
the purrp, started down, and finding 
the ladder broken, by great difficulty 
he was pulled to the surface by Rob- 
ert Forbes, another employee of the 
water department. Forbes ran to the 
Long Packing-house, which is near- 
by the scene of the tragedy, and has- 
tily secured the services of five men, 
who were working there, who came 
and chopped the top off the tank, 
which by that time had filled with 


two feet or more of water. 

They found Calhoun and Gurnee 
both completely submerged tn it 
quite dead. The water was then 
pumped out and the men were drawn 
to the surface by means of ropes. All 
the aid.of medical science was ren- 
dered by the two physicians of Im- 
perial, but to no avail. . 

Meanwhile Manning 
taken out unconscious. A 
was thrown down in the hope that 
someone might take hold of it. 
accidentally fastened to Manning's 
neck and in that manner he was 
drawn to the surface before death 
came to him. Rich, the man who 
started down last, was so overco 
by the deadly gas in the pit that 
to this time he has been mentally un- 
balanced. Very little &* known in 
this city of the two men who lost 
their lives. 


They had been tn the employ of the 
city water department only a short 
while and the homes of neither are 
known at this time. The verdict of 
the Coroner's jury was that Cal- 
houn came to his death by means of 
accidental gas asphyxiation and that 
Gurnee came to his death in volun- 
tarily rescuing his companions. 

According to those who are ac- 
quainted with conditions it is net an 
uncommon thing for the men to go 
into the septic tank when it needs 
repairs, and though gas is known toe

INFRINGEMENT OF PATENT. 


Bed Manufacturers in Various Parts 
of Count*y Must Render an Ac- 
counting. 

Judge Wellborn in the United 
States District Court yesterday in the 
action brought by the Murphy Wall 
Bed Company of San Francisco, and 
the Hughes Manufacturing Company 
of this city, Heensees under the 
Murphy patent, against John G. Cush- 
ing, doing business as the Pacific Wall 
Bed Company of Los Angeles, found 
for the plaintiffs. 

It was alleged that the bed being 
manufactured by the defendant cor- 
poration was an infringement of the 
patent granted Murphy, and an in- 
junction and an accounting was 
sought. The Hughes Manufacturing 
Company is paying a royalty to the 
Murphy Wall Bed Company for the 
right to manufacture and sell beds 
under this patent. 

The validity of the Murphy patent 
was proven to the satisfaction of the 
court. Other alleged infringing con- 
cerns are the Pacific Spring Bed Com- 
pany and the Pacific Wall Bed Com- 
pany of San Francisco, Robert H. An- 
derson of San Diego and the Ameri- 
can Disappearing Bed Company of 
Los Angeles, with a number of others, 
including dealers and manufacturers 
in Salt Lake, Utah, and various east- 
ern points.

The Council: chamber was literally 
packed to suffocation yesterday by 
supporters of the various plans pre- 
sented. The entire afternoon was giv- 
en over to hearing of the argumenta. 
Many pertinent facts and great floods 
of oratory were let loose, and there 
were personalities that added spice 
and particular ginger to the hearing. 
At nightfall the weary crowd melted 
@way, with each faction determined 
in its original attitude. 

The indications are that the pro- 
ay of the 120-foot boulevard 

ve the best of the situation. Samuel 

trow, who is a member of the Mu- 
nicipal Advisory Committee on Tun- 
nels, led the movement yesterday for 
the wide thoroughfare. He had an 
able corps of assistants. 

The City Engineer reported that 
the total frontage on West First and 
Temple streets proposed to be includ- 
ed-in the improvement is 35,045 
linear feet, and that 17,525 feet would 
be necessary for a majority petition. 

The petition, headed by C. C. Jones, 
asked for the improvement of these 
streets at the present width of eighty- 
two feet, with a paved roadway of 
efxty-two and a half feet. 

MAJORITY SIGNATURES. 


The proponents of the 120-foot 


representing 17,996.97 feet directly on 
the streets. and also 146,924.82 linear 
feet more within the district. 

As a matter of fact, neither peti- 
tion is legally submitted at this time 
as the subject is simply under gen- 
eral discussion.

Thereupon the city authorities levy 
the tax, keeping within the rate pre- 
scribed by law, and certify the result 
to the Auditor and it is added to and 
forms a part of the tax paid when 
paying the usual county tax.

“It will be observed that this is en- 
tirely apart and distinct from the 
question of city and county consolida- 
on. It will not interfere with that 
proposition in the least, should the 
constitution and laws afterwards be 
changed so as to permit the organiza- 
tion of a consolidated city and county, 
nor does it interfere at all with the 
plan for the enlargement of the 
boundaries of Los Angeles city, either 
by the annexation of unincorporated 
adjacent territory or by the consolida- 
tion of contiguous municipalities with 
Los Angeles. It could be accomplished 
without delay. 


“Without discussing at all the mer- 
its of the consolidated city-and-county 
plan of organization, it may be safely 
said that a considerable period must 
necessarily elapse before amendments 
can be made authorizing such @ 
change in the form of government. 
For instance, city and county con- 
solidation involves the division of the 
county. The law governing that sub- 
ject is such that it requires practically 
unanimous action on the part of elect- 
ora, not only of the proposed new 
county, but also of those residing in 
the remaining portion of the old 
county. 

“It may be gaid, also, that that 
question is one upon which opinions 
sharply differ. At least there is a 
strong sentiment against it in some 
localities as evidenced by the fact 
that when the matter was submitted 
to the electors in 1912 in the form 
of a constitutional! qmendment, per- 
mitting such a change, the majority 
egainst the measure in the State was 
over 100,000, and but three coun- 
ties, and those .directly interested, 
voted in favor of the plan. The ma- 
jority in Los Angeles county against 
the proposed amendment was, in 
round numbers, 40,000. 

“These matters are cited simply in 
support of the argument that the most 
feasible method of combining. the 
work of these offices is by adoption 
of an ordinance and its approval 
the voters of the municipality as first 
outlined, for the reason that any 
other plan necessarily invokes a con- 
siderable delay. It is manifest tha? 
the advantages to the public in the 


reduction in the expense of these of-

they were mighty appetizing and 
worthy of the time it took to perfect 
each disguise.

The modern ragtime music—so- 
called may be considered but a 
temporary aberration.

The United States does not want Lower 
California, or Sonora, or Chihuahua, and 
it would not consent that any foreign power 
should obtain any part of Mexico. It does 
want and will have its citizens and their 
property in the Mexican States safeguarded 
as effectually as they were under the ad- 
ministration of President Porfirio Diaz. 

For several years Mexico has been the 
prey of bandits. Madero drove out Diaz, 
and Huerta drove out Madero, and Carranza 
is trying to drive out Huerta, and if Car- 
ranza should succeed, Villa would probably 
try to drive out Carranza, and Orozco would 
conspire against Villa, and some new ban- 
dite would rebel against Orozco.

| drels call themselves revolutionists and 


should each appoint a commissioner, sup-

SAN FRANCISCO, March 5.—New 
long distance telephone rates within 
the forty-four-mile zone and new two- 
party rates for local calle were es- 
tablished today by the State Rail- 
road Commission in a supplementary 
order modifying the previous. reduc- 
tior by which subscribers and users | 
gained a sum estimated by the com- 
mission's experts at $506,000 annual- 
ly.

The effect of the new schedule is 
to increase the company’s receipts 
$28,400 from long-distance tolls and 
to decrease it $84,000 on two-party 
calls, making a net reduction of $56,- 
000 and a total reduction for the 
previous and the new schedule of 
$506,000.

now are: 

fourteen miles, 10 cents for the first 
two minutes and 6 cents for every 
minute or fraction thereof additional.

“Between twenty-nine and forty- 
four miles, 20 cents for the first two 
minutes and 10 cents for every minute 
or fraction thereof additional.”

EASY MONEY. 


But, gentlemen,” Reynolds sai 
with emphatic finger upraised, tna 
new currency bill, in spite of lament- 
able ings, is going to give 
you easy money for real estate im- 
provements. Many times during my 
thirty years of banking experience I 
have been approached by real estate 
men with good paper that we couldn't 
take because the banking system was 
faulty. The passage of this currency 
act means that hereafter banks can 
and will invest more largely than 
ever before in commercial papers and 
mortgages.” 

Continuing, Reynolds stated’ that 
is bank, with $300,000,000 assets, 
has never dealt in real estate mort- 
gages. “But we will after we get into 
our new bank building.” he said, 
“for it ia my purpose to have our 
savings bank invest largely in real 
estate mortgages. In fact, I intend to 
arrange so that a large percentage of 
the sum now invested in bonds will 
be reinv d in mortgages, for we 
want to help our customers. 

“Right now I don’t know how much 
this bill is going to allow the banks 
to earn. It should have been equipped 
with a finding table of earnings, for 
we of the banking craft. 

“But, the most glafing fault is that 
no provisions have been made for 
that great evil; the evil which, dur- 
ing the movement of crops often 
causes the tying up of $200,000,000 at 
one time in the offices, and cars of the 
express companies, and too often 
Causes severe financial stringency. 
There is absolutely, as I see it, no 
reason why money should be with- 
drawn from circulation and sent trav- 
eling to keep balances straight. If we 


pare to have an ideal currency system, 


then rectify this evil.” 
LARGER PURPOSES. 

Mr. Reynolds said that the old idea 
that it is disgraceful for a bank to 
borrow to help its customers will be 
tossed into the scrap heap as a result 
of the new order of things, and made 
a plea for mren of purposes, 
business men and others, to get Into 
politics and make things right. 

“Go into politics with fervor,” he 
said. “If we don't, we can make 
money, but someone will take it away 
from us.” 

Capt. Osborne reduced the high- 
minded “treaty obligation” sentiment 
inte a bunch of pifie in an analysis 
of the canal toll imbroglio, which 
concluded as follows: 

“Any admission upon the part of 
this country that we have no right 
to grant such exemption (from canal 
tolls) under the treaty (the Hay- 
Pauncefote,) would carry with it.the 
much more damaging admission that 
we had ne right to special privileges 
in the canal in case our country was 
at war with another nation, and that 
an enemy would have the 
rights in the canal as our own coun- 
try. In this sense, the question is a 
very serious one, and to those of us 
who believe in maintaining the pres- 
ent attitude of the United States the 
question becomes one of national 
honor and prestige.” 

STRONG ARGUMENTS. 


Telling arguments made for free 
tolls were that the cana! is, in reality, 
the long-desired extension of our 
coast line, as the canal is constructed 
on American soik that Pacific Coast 
manufacturing will be held in abey- 
ance indefinitely if the President per- 
sists in his plan to impose a rate -of 
$1.20 a ton in toll charges. 

Osborne also pointed out that the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty was entered 
into at a time when it appeared prob- 
able that the canal would be con- 
structed on foreign soll, that of either 
Nicaragua or Colombia. 

“At any rate,” said Osborne, “there 
is a provision in the treaty which 
says that the United States shall 
have and enjoy the rights incident 
to such construction,” which would 
certainly indicate that the United 
States had some rights in the mat- 
ter, even in a canal built in foreign 
territory, not possessed by Great Brit- 
ain or other nations. 

Wiison’s proposed repudiation of 
our treaty obligation with Panama in 
favor of the stronger power Great 
Britain. was also touched on sar- 
castically by Osborne. Panama. in 


-eeding this nation a strip of territory 


ten miles wide on either side of 
the canal exacted a pledge of free 


tolls for its vessels. 
“Shall we take the ignominious at- 


lettude of repudiating our treaty obli- 


gations with the republic of Pan- 
ama?” Osborne asked. 

President Wagner called the meet- 
ing to order by directing Reynold's 
attention to the caption of the board's 
latest publication—"“A Million or More 
by 1920."

LIGHTS ON MOTORS. 


Chief of Police Issucs Bulletin Giv. 
ing Provisions of New State Auto- 
mobile Law. 

Chief Sebastian yesterday issued a 
bulletin to the police calling attention 
to the enforcement of the provisions 
of the new Sfate automobile law. es- 
pecially referring to numbers, lights. 
etc. Police officers are instructed to 
arrest all drivers who do not display 
a 1914 Heense or who have no bona 
fida evidence of having made ap 
cation for it. 


The bulletin states further, that 
“all automobiles must have the num- 


front and rear; numbers must be at 
least sixteen inches from the ground: 
rear number must be illuminated 
from one-half hour after sunset un- 
til one-half hour before sunrise, so 
that signe may be seen fifty feet 
away. Motorcycles shall display num- 
bers on rear only. No number 

except the 1914 number and seal shal! 
be permitted on any motor vehicle. 

No fictitious numbers are permitted 
on motor vehicles. 

From one-half hour after sunsét to 
one-half hour before sunrise automoe- 
biles must display two white lights 
In front, visible for at least 660 
and one red light on the rear. visible 
for 600 feet. Motorcycles for 
same hours must display one white 
light tn front, visible for 200 feet, 
and a red light or red refiex mirror 
in the rear.
